The Whole Duty of Man. 


The Chriſtian's Duty pointed out, reſpetting his 
Faith in our Lordand Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. 


T DAITH is ſo important and neceſſary to 
P the very formation of a Chriſtian, as 
without it we cannot poſſibly pleaſe God, nor 
ſerve him acceptably; I take it for granted 1 
{hall have no one to oppoſe me in this parti- 
cular, but notwithſtanding its very great im- 
portance, I am ſorry to ſay, that in general it is 
very little underſtood.

That the author and finiſher of our faith is 
divine, we find very clearly proved in the 
ſcriptures of the Old and New Teſtament. 
The unprejudiced reader of thoſe ſacted writ- 
ings will diſcover this truth, ſhining with a 
ceiplendency which cannot be miſtaken. He 
„„ ee 
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is the mighty God, as well as the prince of 
Peace; as, ſuch he was able to ſuſtain the 
weight of human guilt whichotherwiſe would 
have cruſhed him to pieces, for no human 
creature, no created being, can ſatisfy divine 
Juſtice for the fins of another. No one can by 
any means redeem his brother, nor pay to God 
a ranſom for him. BET 
The weight of human guilt Jeſus Chriſt 
ſuſtained ; it pleaſed God to bruiſe him, and 
to lay upon him the iniquities of us all ; he 
paid that mighty debt which we could never 
ſatisfy, and with his laſt expiring breath, 
( heaved the mountain from a guilty world.” 
In ſuch a manner, ſo wonderful and fo gra- 
cious, did God love the world by giving his 
only begotten Son to be the Saviour of it; on 
this Saviour we are encouraged to beheye and 
to put our truſt; all who believe in him ſhall 
not periſh, but ſhall have everlaſting life; in 
other words, all thoſe who are thoroughly 
convinced from heart-felt knowledge, that 
they are finners, and have incurred the diſ- 
i pleaſure of heaven, who know the inſuffici- 
ency of every other help, but him on whom 
alone our help is laid, who fly to him for 
ſuccour and ſalvation, and depend upon his 
ſufficiency and ſtrength, ſhall find him their 
preſent friend and future confidence; a friend 
that ſticketh cloſer than a brother; a Og 
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the moſt ſure and friendly in their greateſt 


trouble, and when paſſing through the moſt 
trying ſituations; a friend who ſhall finally 


preſent them without ſpot, before the pre- 


ſence of his Father and the holy angels. 


The bleſſed conſequence of this faith in 
Chriſt, without which its validity cannot be 


aſcertained to others, nor its bleſſedneſs be 
experienced by ourſelves is, that it works by 
love, purifies the heart, and overcomes the 
world. He that nameth the name of Chriſt, 
muſt depart from all iniquity. The high- 
way of the upright is to depart from evil; tor 
he that keepeth his way, preſerveth his ſoul. 
God raiſed up Jeſus Chriſt from the dead, 
for this declared purpoſe, that he ſhould turn 
every one of us from our iniquities. In vain is 
it that we call him Lord, Lord, unleſs we do 
the things which he commandeth us. 


Thoroughly convinced of this, the apoſtle 


James peremptorily aſſerts, that faith without 
works is dead and i Fg in the fight 


of God, whilſt St. Paul in ſpeaking of our 
juſtification before God, being entirely per- 


fected by the prevailing merits of Jeſus Chriſt 


our Lord. St. James without contradicting his 
brother apoſtle's aſſertion, proves the neceſſity 


of good works in order to the very being of 


that faith which St. Paul inculcates. 
Let us therefore firmly embrace, and ſted- 
pal: faltiy 
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flaſtly hold faſt this only hope for a ſinner 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; let our faith in him 
be firm and unwavering ; and let our prac- 
tice be ſuch as becometh the goſpel.

1 neceſſity of repentance is equivalent 
With that of faith; they are neceſſarily 
dependant on each other, they ſtand or fall 
together : The word of truth runs thus; if 
f | ye believe not, ye ſhall die in your fins; and 
except ye repent ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh. I 
ſay, this truth is undoubted, but the love of 
ſin is ſo predominant in our nature, in our very 
conſtitution, that we naturally ſubſtitute ſome- 
thing for repentance, which is conſiſtent with 
ſelf indulgence, and frequently truſt to a re- 
fuge of lies. Bo | 
Falſe repentance takes itsriſe from fear; the 
danger 
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danger over, repentance ſubſides. A ſtorm at 
ſea will make repenting ſailors for the time 
being; but alas! where is their repentance when 
the ſtorm is at an end: a temporary reforma- 
tion may enſue, but it is generally of very 
ſhort continuance; genuine repentance 1s a- 
biding and perpetual, it is as neceſſary for 
our daily practice, for the good eſtate of the 
ſoul, as ourdailybread is for the nouriſhment 
of our bodies. The language of the pſalmiſt, 
and that of every true penitent is, I acknow- 
ledge my tranſgreſſion, and my lin is ever be- 
fore me; againſt thee only have Ifinned; mine 
iniquities are gone over mine head, as an 
heavy burden they are too heavy for me to 
bear; deliver me from all my tranſgreſſions, 
let not my ſins have dominion over me. In 
this paſſage is diſcovered a hatred of all ſin, and 
grief of heart for paſt tranſgreſſions; a hatred 
of all ſin, becauſe God abhors it, and it is de- 


ſtructive to our ſouls ; a grief of heart for paſt 


tranſgreſſions, which creates a godly fear of 
offending in future. 

There is nothing which ſo Es imbitters 
in as a ſenſe of God's infinite mercy and wil- 
lingneſs to forgive, this makes it a hateful as 
well as a heavy burthen; is God ready to par- 
don faith the true penitent, and have I ſinned 
againſt ſuch aſtoniſhirig goodneſs? Is fin fo 
Hateful and abominable in his ſight, as to pu- 


miſh it in his dear and well beloved Son? It is 
; 1 5 
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high time to get thoroughly cleanſed there- 
from. Waſh me thoroughly from my wick- 
edneſs, andcleanſe mefrom my fin; purgeme 
with hyflop, and 1 ſhall be clean, waſh me, 
and I thall be whiter than ſnow. 
Falſerepentance is conſiſtent with an aver- 
fon to God, and the natural enmity of the 
heart againſt him ſtill ſubſiſts; it only ſeeks a 
covert from avenging juſtice, becauſe the ſin- 
ner, under ſuch circumſtances, thinks that 
God is his enemy, and therefore he dreads him 
as a tyrannical maſter; he longs to return to 
his old ways of {tn and wickedneſs, and wiſhes 
that God would relax the rigour of his law. 
On the contrary, the true penitent ſees a great 
beauty in obedience; it is not any ſource of 
his grief that the law is fo ſtrict, but he only 
mourns that he cannot, through the depra- 
vity of his nature, come up to. its righteous 
precepts; his language is, O how I love thy 
law, it is my meditation day and night. 
Falſe repentance produces only a partial 
amendment; ſome fins will be avoided, and 
others purſued. The deſire of the true peni- 
tent is, that he may have reſpect unto all 
God's commandments; in ſhort, the one acts 
from a principle of flavery and bondage, the 
other from the conſtraining principle of love, 
and by this means he enjoys the liberty of the 
ſons of God. Falſe repentance is temporary; 
reſpecting 
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Saviour, to give repentance unto Iſrael, and 
remiſſion of fins. Give me, I moſt humbly be- 
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118 Dn Repentance, {Part II. 
reſpecting groſs fins; true, is an abiding ſelf- 
abaſement before God, and is another name 
for genuine humility; falſe repentance ſpares 
ſome beloved luſt or temper, and offers up a 
partial obedience; true repentance makes an 


entire change, and all the fruits of the Spirit 


in their meaſure and degree follow it. 
From the whole then, let us pray in the 
language of our excellent church, that God 


will grant us true repentance and his holy 


Spirit, then we ſhall have a lively hope of his 
mercy, through Chriſt; live with comfort to 
ourſelves, bring glory to God. Our latter end 
will be peace, and our future ſtate glorious.

On a Cbriſtian s Duty towards God. 


OD is a being infinitely excellent, and is 

to us continually bountiful; he has an 
undoubted claimtorule in our hearts without 
arival, andtoengroſs our whole affections; all 
the powers of our ſouls, and the members of 
our bodies ſhould be devoted to his ſervice, 
which is perfect freedom, and which inſures 
the greateſt ſatisfaction; yet we naturally neg- 
lect this beneficent friend, and the language of 
"OE 1 rebellious 
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rebellious mortals is like that of Pharaoh of 
old, Who is the Lord that I ſhould obey him? 
As Chriſtianis the higheſt ſtile of man; he 
therefore corrects throu gh divine grace this un- 
chriſtian diſpoſition, and in his heart are plant- 
ed heavenly virtues; he exerciſes (as far as this 
ſtate of infirmity and imperfection wil per- 
mit), proper tempers and diſpoſitions towards 
his maker. God is his fear and his dread; a 
God too wiſe to miſtake, too juſt to do wrong, 
too mighty to be reſiſted, and too good to be 
known, without the exerciſes of love and 
praiſe. The fear of a Chriſtian, | is not ſervile 
and flaviſh ; but it is the fear of a creature to- 
wards a merciful Creator, of a redeemed ſin- 
ner, and of a child towards his affectionate 
father! But as the Chriſtian is encompaſſed 
with allurements to bribe, with foes to inti- 
midate, and many ſenſible objects to draw him 
from bis duty, it is neceſſary in thoſe ſeaſons, 
to call to remembrance, that the wrath of 
God is revealed from heaven againſt all un- 
zodlineſs and unrighteouſneſs of men. 

The fear of God, produces a readineſs to 
obey him with a 4 00 heart; it is the free- 
will 1 which God accepts and rewards; 


he is ready and actually does employ both. 


body and foul in his ſervice; he regards the au- 
thority of God in a world that deſpiſes it; 
and obeys his commands though contrary to 


"his 
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his natural depravity, his worldly intereſt, 


and the wretched prevalence of cuſtom. 


Gratitude to God is an eſſential part of the 
Chriſtian's diſpoſition; all the bleſſings he re- 
ceives at God's hand of a temporal nature, are 


noticed by him and meet with warm returns 


of praiſe and thankſgiving : his food by day, 
his ſleep by night, his raiment, health and ſafe- 
ty, make ſuitable impreſſions upon his mind. 

But when he contemplates that abyſs of mi- 
ſery from which he is redeemed by the blood - 

of God's own dear Son, and when he views the 
eternal weight of glory provided for him; he 
is loſt in wonder and aſtoniſhment; words 
cannot expreſs the gratitude of his heart, the 


thankfulneſs of his lips cannot convey a pro- 


per idea of it; he aſks angelic beings to lend 
their aid, and when their aid is afforded, he 
till comes infinitely ſhort; Ol thedepthc of the 
riches of the mercy of God manifeſted to ſin- 
ners in Jeſus Chriſt our Lord! 

Cloſely connected with this principle of gra- 
titude, is an abſolute confidence in God; con- 
ſidering how good he is, we are able to truſt 
his goodneſs; for though the Chriſtianisſome- 


times afraid, through remaining corruption 


and unbelief, yet ſays he, I will put my truſt 
in God. Many exceeding great and precious 
promifes are given him, thathis faith and hope 


"_ be in God ; ti faith and. hope, t 
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truſtand confidence, are abundantly confirm- 
ed by daily experience; none ever truſted in 
him and was confounded, and his frequent de- 
liverances from difficulties and troubles prove 
this aſſertion, ſo that a Chriſtian knows aſſur- 
edly from ample demonſtration, and not bythe 
flights of enthuſiaſm contended for only by 
madmen and fools, that God is his friend, 
and that he will be ſo to eternity. 

Bleſſed are the pure in heart, for they ſhall 
ſee God, faid our divine Lord and maſter in 
the days of his fleſh. Purity of heart is there- 
fore a neceſſary principle to form the Chriſ- 
tian character, for though a Chriſtian cannot 
root out the corruption of his nature, nor to- 
tally ſuppreſs the rifings of evil thoughts and 
ſenſations, yet he is unhappy when they pre- 
vail, there 1s a principle in his heart always 
tending to purity, for though the fleſh may 
Juſt againſt the Spirit, the Spirit will luſt 
againſt the fleſh, and will finally prevail. 
Hence he is careful to imitate the example of 
Jeſus Chriſt, when ſojourning in our world; 
he ſees the mean hypocriſy of profeſſing to 


be a follower of Chriſt, without conforming 
to his image, a conformity which manifeſts 
itſelf by a meaſure of every grace which 


ſhone in his moſt holy life. 
In order to cultivate theſe graces in his 


heart, he uſes with diligence and pleaſure the 
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appointed means of growth in knowledge, 
faith, love, and every Chriſtian grace and vir- 
tue. The public and private worſhip of God, 


will not be neglected by him, and that not 


only in its form, but in its ſpirituality, purity 
and power. 

How infinitely neceſſary is it thentoexamine 
ourſelves, whether we have theſe marksof the 
Chriſtian character. The character of a Chriſ- 
tian, as delineated in God's word, ſpeaks more 
plainly than all our proſeſſion. Let us thenbeg 
of God, that he would mercifully grant us theſe 
heavenly graces and diſpoſitions, that we may 
be meet partakers of his ſacrament on earth, 
and at laſt fit down at the marriage ſupper of 


the Lamb in his eternal kingdom.

4 JO unto others, as ye would that men 
ſhould do unto you: is one of thoſe 


precepts which diſtinguiſhes the goſpel of God 
our Saviour, in a ſuper-eminent degree from 
every ſyſtem of human invention, and is one 
7 | among 
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among a thouſand other proofs of thedivinity, 
as well as the beneficence of its ever bleſſed 
author. , 


Was this rule invariably and univerſally ob- 


ſerved, the church of Chriſt militant here on 


earth, would be a picture of the church tri- 
um phant ; in heaven; there would be a perpe- 
tual circulationof mutual goodwill: How ami- 


able! how excellent ! but alas, how few are 


governed by this moſt excellent law of love 
and kindneſs? on the contrary, how many ex- 
erciſe a conduct the very reverſe of this, to the 
ſhame and ſcandal of the Chriſtian name ? 
how oppoſite to the diſpoſition of the firſt 
Chriſtians? their ene mies fixed it as a mark of 
diſtinction upon them, See how theſe e 
tians love one another.“ 

The tempers of a Chriſtian ought to be mo- 
delled by the ſcripture rule; one of the firſt, and 
moſt diſtinguiſhing, is lincerity, which con- 
liſts in a conſtant ſteady attachment to truth, 
giving no commendations where they are not 
due, and being faithful in the performance of 
exery promiſe and engagement. Speak yeeve- 
ry man truth to his neighbour. Lying lips are 
an abomination to the Lord. Sincerity is to 
ſpeak as we think, todoas we pretend and pro- 
feſs, to perform and make good what we pro- 
miſe, and really to be what we would ſeem 
and appear to be. 


L 3 Juſtice | 4 
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]uſlice is another Chriſtian virtue. Owe no 
man any thing, but love one another: no one 
can be areal Chriſtian, without beinga ſtrictly 
honeſt man; give unto all that which is juſt 
and equal ; give tribute to whom tribute is 
due, cuſtom to whom cuſtom, fear to whom 
fear, honour to whom honour. Zaccheus the 
publican has ſet a good example; if I have 
defrauded any, either in his reputation or ſub- 
ſtance, I reſtore him fourfold. 

| Mercyis the darling attribute of the Deity, 
as ſuch it cannot but be pleaſing to him to ſee 
the exerciſe of it amongſt his creatures. 
| Bleſſed are the merciful, for they ſhall obtain 
mercy. If it is in the Chriſtian's power he will 
amply diſtribute his bounty, like holy Job, 
He will be eyes to the blind, feet to the lame, 
and a father to the afflicted: The bleſſing of 
him that was ready to periſh, will daily come 
upon him, and he will make the widow's heart 
leap for joy. If his lot is ſcanty, and his pit- 
tance ſmall, his heart will be large, friendly 


meet together, nor has any one the pre- emi- 
nence in a mercifal, benevolent fpirit above 
the other.

away from you with all malice, and be ye 

kind one to another, tender hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Chriſt's ſake 
hath forgiven you: Chriſt ſuffered for us, 
leaving us an example that we ſhould follow 
his ſteps, who did no fin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth, who when he was reviled,

Charity is the bond of perfectneſs, againſt 
this there is no law; the Chriſtian will be care. 
ful not to ſurmiſe evil, or to condemn men 
unheard; he will not paſs ſentence upon a 
man 's whole life, becauſe he has detected him 
in one diſhoneſt action; but will conſider 
himſelf, leſt he alſo ſhould be tempted; he 
will not judge of the intentions of men, thoſe 
being only known to the moſt high, nor 
impute evil where it is not manifeſt : Judge 
not that ye be not judged, for with what judg- 
ment ye judge, ye ſhall be judged; and with 
what meaſure ye mete, it hall be meafured 

to 
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to you again. The forgiveneſs of enemies is a 
neceſſary part of the Chriſtian's conduct, in 
vain do we call ourſelves the diſciples of 
Chriſt, if we fail in this branch of the Chriſtian 
character: Forgive us our treſpaſſes, as we 
forgive them that treſpaſs againſt us, is a part 
of our daily petitions, and if our hearts give 
the lie to our lips, God will not hear us; nay 
he has expreſſſy aftirmed, If ye forgive not 
mentheir treſpaſſes, neither will your heavenly 
Father forgive your treſpaſſes; in ſo forcible a 
manner are we taught to forgive our enemies. 
Though! injuries may irritate and gall our ſpi- 
rits, it is our duty to pray for grace to ſup- 
preſs them; that genuine humility, which is 
the diſtinguiſhing badge of the Chriſtian pro- 
feſſion, may take place of every high and 
vaunting thought of ourſelves, and that they 


may be all brought into ſubjection, to the obe⸗ 
dience of Chriſt.

Fidelity to the mar- 
riage bed, is equally bound on both parties by 
the marriage covenant, becauſe by this union 
they become each other's property ; ſo far 
muſt Chriſtian huſbands and wives be from 


injuring each other, that they muſt be free t 
from every thing in their air, dreſs, or diſcourſe, T 
which ſavors of wantonneſs, or would encou- WU a 
rage looſe defires. © aq Wt 

To fidelity muſt be added mutual love, for V 
love is the life of marriage, without which it 0 


differs as much from its original intention as 
ſervitude from freedom; huſbands and wives \ 
are commanded to ſhew the moſt affectionate c 
regard to each other. The precept is imme- t 
diately addrefled to huſbands, but it is appli- 
cable to both.

131 
how hard foeverthe folfilment of it may oY 
The huſband muſt love his wife, not merely 
for her beauty, manners, or the affeQion ſhe 
bears him; but as a creature of God, entitled 
by their union to his tendereſt affection. 
Where this is the caſe, affection ſtands upon 
an immoveable baſis. Conſequently the wife 
muſt not love her huſband, chiefly becauſe of 
the ſuperiority of his underſtanding, the ap- 
plauſe he receives, his circumſtances in life, 
or the love he has for herſelf; but in obedience 
to the willof God, which requiresher todwell 
in love with her huſband. Where conjugal 
affection is thus eſtabliſhed, it will prevent a 
thouſand unforeſeenevils, which wouldother- 
wile unavoidably happen, owing to the inſta- 
bility of all human affections and occurrences. 
The huſband's peculiar province is to go- 
vern; for the huſband is the head of the wife, 
evenas Chriſt is the head of the church; when 
the huſband ceaſes to preſide and gives up his 
authority to his wife, he tranſgreſſes no leſs, 
than a military officer who ſhould ſurrender 
the honour of his command to the imperti- 
nent imtruſion of his inferior; but as the head 
hath no intereſt diſtinct from the other parts 
of the body, ſo the huſband has no intereſt ſe- 
parate from his wife. He is not to rule with 
arbitrary ſway, as tyrants rule ſlaves, but with 
luch a benign-influence as the ſoul che 
L the 
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the body: 80 ought huſbands to love their 


wives, even as their own bodies; he that lov- 


eth his wife, loveth himſelf; foe no man ever 
yet hated his own fleſh, but loveth it, and 
nouriſheth it, even as the Lord the church. 
The huſband's duty 1s, to furniſh his wife 


with things neceſſary and convenient, accord- 
ing to his condition in life, and to convince her 
that he receives pleaſure in ſeeing her ſhare the 


advantages he poſſeſſes, in the bounds of mo- 
deration and prudence. y 
The peculiar duty of a wife is ie, , to comfort 


and aid her huſband in the midſt of his,buſt- 


neſs and labour, to look well to the ways of 
her houſhold and not eat the bread of idle- 


_ neſs, to be obedient to her huſband; this 
ſubjection was entailed upon the ſex, imme- 
diately after the fall, Thy deſire ſhall be to 

thy huſband, and he ſhall rule over thee. 


When e the wife affects to rule, or 
refuſes to ſubmit to the authority of her huſ- 
band, ſhe reſiſts the ordinance of. God. As 


the church is ſubject to Chriſt, ſo let the 


wives be to their own huſbands in every thing. 
Should it be urged, as is often the caſe, 
that the wife has more underſtanding than 


the huſband, and therefore ought to be ex- 
cuſed from ſubjection, the anſwer is plain, 
let her uſe her ſuperior. wiſdom in giving 

counſel; but if her advice is not accepted, 


ſue: 
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ſubjection is her duty; ; for if more than this 
was allowed; on account of greater wiſdom, 
authority would then be founded on ſuperio- 
rity of underſtanding, a notion big with con- 


fuſion.” It ſometimes happens, that a ſervant 
has more knowledge un his maſter; does it 
therefore follow that his ſubjection ceaſes, and 
that he has a right to take the reins out of his 


maſter's hands? No; by nomeans: The Chriſ- 


tian rule is poſitive againſt ſuch an uſutping 
ſpirit: Let the wife ſce that the reverence her

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EXT to the connubial ſtate, no con- 

nexion is ſo great as that which ſub- 
fiſts between parents and children. Parents 
are naturally obliged to take care of theic 


childrens temporal welfare; and as Chriſtians, 


of their eternal intereſts. Train up a child in 
the way he ſhould go, and when he is old he 
will not depart from it, ſaid the wiſe king of 


Iſrael. 


Our church emphatically enjoins the reli- 
pious education of children. upon all con- 
cerned, by requiring their early initiation by 
baptiſm into its pale, and as it were taking 


a a bond from the ſponſors in order that they 


may fulfil this important duty, viz. to bring 
them up in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. . 
Poor people will diſcharge their duty to 
their children, by correcting them from their 
infancy, for ſtubbornneſs and quarrelling, for 
lying, uſing bad words, for pilfering in the 
leaſt degree, and for every mark of a cruel
